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It took a pair of Englishmen in the 
smoke-filled 19th century to bring the 
round-ball game to the Czar’s Russia. 
It has become one of the world’s top- 
standard sports in this century thanks 
mainly to superb planning and 
facilities provided by the Soviet 
Government, Industry and Armed 
Forces. 


Football as we know it was kicked 
off by two brothers named Charnok. 
They had come from England in the 
1870’s to work in a cotton mill at 
Orekhovo near Moscow. There they 
formed the first team on record of 
Russian footballers. 


Despite sporadic efforts to form 
leagues, only some 30,000 out of the 
country’s 100 million population 
were able to play soccer by 1918. 


During World War I the main 
influence was noticed as having come 
from the many football playing 
prisoners of war from the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire but it was not 
until after the Revolution that the 
Soccer code became the people’s 
favourite sport. The Soviet Govern- 
ment provided support which 
enabled rapid, large-scale organisa- 
tion and development of the game 
to take place. 


SLOW PENETRATION 

A number of Soviet Soccer teams 
visited other European countries 
between the two wars. Whilst a 
number of their players impressed 
their hosts, the teams could not 
topple the leading Continental sides 
against which they were matched. 


Finally, the year 1945 saw the 
sensational performances of 
Dynamo-Mescow in England and 
Scotland which gave the world due 
notice that Soviet Soccer had attained 
world class standards. 


THE TURNING POINT 

After a disappointing 7 year interim 
period (the 1952 Helsinki Olympics 
saw the U.S.S.R. outplayed by 
Yugoslavia) Russia’s national] Eleven 
as well as many of its top clubs 
entered into an era of intense inter- 
national exchange activity. Within 6

years the experts ranked them as 
being amongst the world’s top ten. 


Today the U.S.S.R. has over 1°8 
million registered Soccer players, 
second in numbers only after West 
Germany. 20 teams compete in the 
First Division, a competition ranked 
second only after the English senior 
competition. Over 100,000 attend 
major club games each week. 


However, only 7 of the Soviet’s 15 
republics provide these 20 First 
Division Clubs and expansion plans 
loom for all the republics to be 


clubs are sponsored by Army, Trade 
Unions or State industries. 


The country has a nationwide net- 
work of schools where every 
youngster—regardless of talent—can 
obtain coaching. Plans have been 
formulated to establish a Soccer 
school in every town and village 
which will be equipped with one 
gymnasium, at least one ground and 
the services of a qualified coach. 


Nowhere else in the world is the 
Soccer youngster catered for better 
than in the Soviet Union. 


TORPEDO 


It has been a matter of some 
regret to Australian Soccer fans 
and sports followers that the 
Torpedo-Moscow team to tour 
the Commonwealth omitted five 
of its internationally celebrated 
stars. In particular such out- 
standing names as wing half 
Voronin and forward Ivanov. 
Prior to the commencement of 
the Australian tour they were 
selected to the Russian National 
team currently undergoing 
special training for the forth- 
coming World Cup series. 


Two additional features must 
be taken into consideration in 
assessing the record of this

For the past 5 years, Torpedo Moscow has been one of 
the Soviet Union’s 3 glamour teams. As national champions 
in 1960 and runners-up in 1957, 1961 and 1964 it has 
taken over much of the glory previously enjoyed by the 


Dynamo-Moscew team.

The League competition 
in the Soviet Union ended in 
October last year. This results 
in the Torpedo-Moscow squad 
being without match practice 
for over 4 months. Finally, the 
transition from a bitter 20 
degree winter in Moscow to 
Perth’s humid nineties which 


has followed them around Aus- 
tralia must affect any group of 
sportsmen. 


Nevertheless, at press time, the 
Torpedo team is undefeated in 
every Australian encounter. It 
has shown vastly superior skills 
both technical and tactical over 
every side it has met. 


But most important of all, our 
visitors have proved themselves 
first class sportsmen—both on 
and off the field, the equals at 
least of any of the many over- 
seas teams we have been 
privileged to welcome in Aust- 
ralia previously.
